SHOT 


BY OUTLAWS. 
DOWN 


THE MTS I BUIES 
There is something peculiarly tragic 
in the nnavailing attempt of A. W . Yest­ 
er to commit snicnle. as his story was 
told in the Inter Ojean yesterday. No 
specific reason was assigned. He seem­ 
ed to be tired of life. Those he had be­ 
friended had generally been ungrateful, 
and he want ed rest. Perhaps it was a 
freak 
of 
downright 
insanity. His 
employer 
says 
he 
was 
a 
good man for the pl ice he filled, and be 
was paid off with reluctance. 
He cer­ 
tainly did not have the excase of being 
willing to work sod finding nothing to 
do. Bot that a young man jast tamed 
from infancy, as the law oonnts it, should 
deliberately take poison and tarn on the 
gas, determined to lay down the harden 
of existence, once for all time, is a fact 
affording a faint glimpse of a valley 
which mast have been one of shadows 
and repulsions, if not of horrors and ag­ 
onies.— Inter Ocean. 
The mystery which surrounds the at­ 
tempt of Mr. Yester to take himself out 
of the world, is the mystery connected 
with oinety-nine suicides ia a hundred. 
Some of the mea who seem to have their 
lines cast in pleasant places are among 
those who startle the world by Eelf-de- 
straotioo. 
There are hundreds of men 
and women who carry with them bright 
floes, and saDskiae seems to illnmiae 
their pathway, bat in an unexpected mo­ 
ment they tell the world by the tragio 
act of self-annihilation that to them life 
is a carse and the grave a blessing. 
Toe cariosities, er rather the mystries 
of suicide, are strangely illustrated by 
the report which comes from Bridgeport 
Cjnnectioat. Oaly a few years ago there 
was organized in that town a suicide 
d ab consisting of five members, all Ger­ 
man-American citizens. The members 
of this strange club began to die accord­ 
ing to a role adopted by the organization1 
and toe fourth member, who was the 
secretary, committed anilide some ten 
days ago. Tho president is the only 
member I eft aud be will follow the ex­ 
ample of his comrades some time in the 
oonrse of next year. 
Dr. Scblegel gives a brief hiet ry of a 
similar dub once organized id Faria. It 
was composed cf twelve members, and 
the object was to die by saioide, lot- 
being oast to deoide the order in whiob 
they should leave the world. The can­ 
didates for membership were to submit 
to one of the three fellowing tests: 
(I) 
They must be men of honor. (2) 
They mast have experienced one of these 
things—the injustice of the worll, the 
ingratitude of a friend, or perfidy cf a 
woman. (3) They must be afflicted with 
that vacuity cf ho a I which comes from 
an utter weal iaesi of earthly things. 
According to Dr. Schlegel, the twelve 
members committed self-slaughter, and 
no effort was made in Paris to prevent 
the viciousness of the order. 
The strangeness of suicide Las been 
the theme of editors, physicians, scien­ 
tific men, and pulpit orators for years, 
and yet the mystery is as great as ever. 
The seoteta of the human heart are as 
unknowable as the mysteries of the un­ 
known world. 
Three eaters in Chicago 
agreed to die together and simultaneous­ 
ly they hanged themselves each in a 
separate room. 
Why? N j one ever 
knew. Mr. Coolbaugb, a ri:h banker of 
the same city of remarkable suicides, 
went to the Douglas mouameut, sat upon 
one of the steps of the great shaft, and 
blew oat his brains. 
The readers of the 
Gazette have not forgotten the Palmer 
honse man, whose residence was id Buf­ 
falo, who with splendid skill prepared an 
apparatus by wLioh he conli commit su­ 
icide in five different ways simulta­ 
neously—hanging, burning, 
stabbing, 
shooting, and drowning in a bath-tub* 
and each worked to perfection. 
The list of remarkable sui sides in this 
conn try woald fill a large volume, but it 
serves no good purpose to give any more 
than a few of them as aa illustration of 
the mystery which surrounds 
them. 
Christianity has done much to lessen the 
number of bu sides ia all parts of the 
civilized worli, but still there are thou­ 
sands who look upon life as not worth 
living, and being tired of waiting' for 
natural onuses to take them away, th ay 
go by their own hands with as much 
oomposareas one will lie clown to a 
pleasant dream. 
This tiredness of life is seen in many 
persons. When that foremost preacher 
of the day—the Rev. Robert Collyer, a 
man whose life has been remarkable for 
its triumphs, its joys, its good deeds, 
aud its sunshine—talked to his old con­ 
gregation a few days ago on the pearl of 
great price, he said this: “If the angel 
should come to me with the gift of my 
life in his hand, and give me the oppor­ 
tunity to live it over again, I would not 
have it/’ He is tired of fame, tired of 
the struggle, tired A the great work, but 
has hope beyond, and will patiently 
“abide the coming of the angel to lead 
him gently by the hand into the beauties 
of the world to come. ” Others have this 
tiredness, but not the hope or the pa­ 
tience, and they go hence by the tragio 
sot of eelf-alanehter. 


SOME S E N SIB LE LUI'll SHANS. 


The other day thirty-five Lutheran 
congregations were represented ia Chi­ 
cago m a meeting oui led to consider the 
compulsory law of the Illinois, and 
among the statements whish were made 
for the public ear was this: 
“The Luth­ 
erans have no desire that the public 
schools and other educational institu­ 
tions of the state should be disturbed 
much less abolished; on toe contrary, 
they consider them a political necessity 
and and a general elementary education 
one of the safeguards of our public in­ 
stitutions. They cheerfully pay their 
taxes for publio institutions of learning, 
and have again and again emphatically 
protested against appropriating one cent 
of these taxes for privet a or denomina­ 
tional school?.” 
This is patriotic and sensible, and in 
striking contrast with some of the Luth­ 
erans in Wisconsin, who oppose the pub­ 
lic school system ss much as they do in­ 
tl ielitv. For instance, take the utter­ 
ance J of the Rev. Mr. Albrecht, who re­ 
cently oommuni sated an article to the 
Gazette on the Bennett law. He held the 
strange opinion that shonld a teacher of a 
paroohi&l school find it necessary to t tke 
a vacation and close the school, it would 
be better for the children not to go to 
eohool anywhere daring that vaoatijn 
than 
go to 
our 
public sobools— 
why ? to quote him correctly that no in­ 
justice may be done the reverend gentle­ 
man—because “THEY WOULD 
BE 
COMPELLED TO 
BEND 
THEIR 
CHILDREN TO A PUBLIO SCHOOL 
WHERE 
ALL 
CHILDREN ARE 
MOLDED ACCORDING TO A PA­ 
GAN AND GODLESS PATTERN.’ 
This seems to be the spirit of many 
Lutheran pastors ia this state, and it is a 
spirit antagonistic not only to American 
instirations, but it is hostile to the best 
interests of all children in the parochial 
schools. To teach a child that the pub­ 
lic school system of the United States is 
a corse, is committing a orime against 
the child. 


Deadly F ight N ear H arlan Court House— 
The M ilitary Fired a t from Ambush 
—A D esperate Conflict lim itnnnt. 


The Evening Wise rn ara, which has 
opposed Governor Hrard’s renomina­ 
tion, punishes an interview with Henry 
0. Payne in which he says: 
Mr. Payne was asked if it were true 
that the Wisconsin delegation at Wash­ 
ington were disposed to crowd Governor 
Hoard off th^ track, in order to remove 
the Bennett law from the cam paign. 
“ That is some more nonsense,” he said. 
“ They have never dreamed o f such * 
tkiug. They would tie fo jit to do it. To 
crowd Governor Hoard off the track, 
when be is clearly entitled to a renomi­ 
nation, wool I ba to ruin the party in 
Wisoontjio.” 
"Well, what do they think of the situ­ 
ation, down there?’ 
"They think jast es we do here, that 
the issue is before us, and all we have to 
do it to meet it squarely." 
Wnen asked whether he would serve 
daring the coming campaign, he would 
not commit himself positively, bat it is 
reasonable to expect that he will con­ 
tinue the chairmanship ant.I the cam­ 
paign is over. 


L o u is v ille , Ky., April 19.—A special 
from Harlan Court House says: 
“ A 
deadly fight occurred this morning at 
1:20 o'clock seventeen miles east of here, 
up in the Black mountains, between a 
detail 
of 
the 
State 
troops, 
con­ 
sisting 
of 
sixteen privates, 
Lieutenant Milton and Sergeant Pul- 
lian, and about thirty outlaws, who 
were ambushed in an old barn. 
Fivo of 
the soldiers were wounded. 
It Is not 
known how many of the outlaws were 
killod, as they still have possession oI 
the barn. 
Corporal Blanton was sent In 
after reinforcements, and knows but 
little, as ho left 
immediately after 
the tiring began. 
The troops 
havo 
the 
barn 
surrounded, 
and 
it will 
be impossible for those on tho inside to 
make their eseapo, and the only two 
roads which lead from the place of 
action are cut off by pickets, who are 
instructed to allow no ono 
to pass 
toward town, as it was thought best to 
keep the news of the conflict from tho 
people about here until after tho rein­ 
forcements had reached the placo. 
“The particulars as well as can be 
learned at this hour areas follows: Yes­ 
terday afternoon Captain Gaither, who 
is the commanding officer, was inform­ 
ed that a party of lawless men, some 
of whom had been indicted for various 
offenses were fortified against tho law 
at the above mentioned locality, and 
had refused to surrender to the civil 
authorities. 
Ile was asked for a detail 
of ins mon to go out with some of the 
civil officers for the purpose of arresting 
them, and he at onee sent sixteen pri­ 
vates, in charge of Lieut. Milton, Ser­ 
geant Puliian and Corporal Blanton. 
They left camp about 5:30 yesterday 
afternoon expect ing to find the mon they 
were pursuing in a private house about 
OOO 
yards beyoud the 
barn, 
from 
which 
they 
were 
fired 
upon. 
The 
attack 
was 
not 
looked 
for 
at 
that 
point 
and came so 
un­ 
expectedly that it demoralized the sol­ 
diers for a moment or two but t ley soon 
rallied, surrounded the barn and bogan 
firing into it from every direction, when 
it was thought best to cease action aud 
hold the fort until the reinforcements 
arrived with moro ammunition. 
“ It is believed that a severe fight will 
take placo as soon as the additional 
troops reach the placo, for the outlaws 
are fortified, well armed with Winches­ 
ter rifles, and swear they will not sur­ 
render, and the soldiers are determined 
and want revenge for thoso who have 
been shot down. 
“ It is Impossible to hear anything 
further at this writing.”

Gone to Seek W ork KLewhore. 
Chicago,. April IO.—The carpenters 
Ii ave work at a standstill, tho various 
“ lookout” Committees reporting that no 
work is being done 
The interest cen­ 
ters aroiind the conference between tho 
^ Boss Carpenters’ association and tho 
arbitration committee of the strikers. 
Yesterday it was rumored that a force 
of non-union carpenters would arrive 
hero from Racine. 
The rumor was not 
sustained, no carpenters arrived here 
from that point or elsewhere. 
“ There’s nothing in it,” said one of 
those present at headquarters. 
It was 
alleged that the report was nothing 
more than a scheme of the bosses to 
worry tho men, whom it didn’t atfoet in 
the way 
contemplated. 
“ A 
chest 
of tools came, however, “ but 
’twas 
examined, 
and tho 
owner 
searched 
for, but not found. 
Tho tools came 
from northern 
Michigan, 
anc 
two 
others which were received from tho 
samo direction went on to St. Paul this 
morning. 
Our men toll us that more 
tool chests are leaving Chicago than aro 
arriving, going principally to the South 
and West. 
The fact of the matter is, 
the sympathies of the craft an- with tho 
men hero, and nothing will bo done by 
those at a distance to hamper or handi­ 
cap us.” 
Secretary Howard received a letter 
from New Buffalo, Midi., this morning, 
In which the writer says that but ono 
man in that vicinity had agreed to ac­ 
cent service in Chicago, and started for 
that city. 
He only got as far as Niles, 
when ho backed out. 
Tho writer says 
no apprehension need be entertained 
that tho contractors will receive aid 
and comfort from that part of Michigan.

M iddletow n, lf. T.

19.— 
About midway between Howells and 
Otisville, on the Erie road, two middle­ 
aged, eccentric bachelor brothers named 
Charles II. and Henry C. Otis live alone 
in a fine house near tho track. Their 
nearest neighbor is a quarter of a mile 
distant. 
It lias long been a matter of 
gossip that the brothers kept considera­ 
ble money and valuable securities in a 
safe in their bedroom, which both occu­ 
pied. 
\bout 3 o'clock yesterday morning 
the brothers were aroused bv the en­ 
trance into their bedroom of bv© masked 
and armed burglars, who seized and at­ 
tempted to overpower them. 
The farm­ 
ers are strong and plucky and made a 
brave resistance. 
A desperate struggle 
jetween them and the robbers ensued. 
Charles Otis was overcome and bound 
with ropes, hand and foot. 
Henry Otis 
continued tho fight, in the course of 
which ono of the robbers struck him a 
violent blow on the head with a burg­ 
lar's jimmy, inflicting a serious wound. 
In spite of the wound and while three 
of the burglars were engaged in tying 
his brother, ho managed in some way, 
which ho himself can scarcely explain, 
to break away from tho clutch of two 
of the robbers with whom ho was con­ 
tending aud to reach the open door and 
escape. 
He roused a party of neighbors 
and returned to tho house, where ho 
found his brother still fast bound but 
uninjured. 
The burglars had fled. 
The safe had 
been dragged into the kitchen and a 
hasty but unsuccessful attempt to break 
it open with burglars’ tools had been 
made. 
The thieves had hastily ran­ 
sacked tho house but secured only a gold 
watch, some silverware, and other booty 
of no great value. 
It is thought thor 
managed to get aboard an eastern-bound 
freight train and by this means eluded 
arrest. 
While Henry Otis lay bound In their 
power the burglars put pistols to his 
head and threatened him with instant 
death unless ho told them where they 
could find tho key of the safe, but tho 
plucky farmer doggedly refused to give 
them the Information.

19. — Carroll 
Wright, the commissioner of labor, has 
submitted to the President for transmis­ 
sion to Congress his fifth anuual report. 
The single subject treated is railroad 
labor. The report shows that en June 
30, 1889, the whole number of railroad 
corporations in the United States was, 
approximately, 1,718 and the mileage of 
these 
roads, approximately, 
15*5,400 
miles. The number of employes on all 
of the railroads of the country on that 
date was CS ),91?. 
For the purposes of the commissioner’s 
investigation the railroads of the coun­ 
try were divided Into seven geographical 
groups, iii which the general conditions 
of labor were of a like character, as fol­ 
lows: 
The New England group, the middle 
Atlantic group, the central South At­ 
lantic and gulf group, the central north­ 
ern group, the southwestern group, the 
northwestern group and the 
Pacific 
group. 
The wages side of railroad labor Is 
given very fully in the report. 
The 
whole number of specified occupations 
of the sixty roads Is 1,117. 
For pur­ 
poses of this report these are classified 
into seventeen occupations. 
Tho re­ 
port shows the facts outlined for 241,910 
employes. Of this number 224.570 arc 
employed on specific time, as by the day 
or by the month, while 17,340 are em­ 
ployed bv the mile, the trip, the piece, 
under contract, or on commission, or a 
combination of those with day work. 
As to tile time employed, it is found 
that of 224,570 employes 50,404 are em­ 
ployed twenty-fivo days or less out of tho 
wholo year, 25,084 aro employed from 
twenty-six to fifty days. 31,014 aro em­ 
ployed from fifty-one to IOO days, and 
18,861 from 101 to 150 days. These 
numbers, which constitute nearly 58 per 
•eat of tho whole number of employes 
working on the roads considered, are 
employed less than one-half a year, 42,- 
719 work from 301 to 365 days, and 5,557 
work more than a full year. These two 
amounts constitute 21.5 per cent of the 
whole as working the whole year or 
over. 
As to wages, it Is found that over 73 
per cont are paid at rates ranging from 
51 to £2 per day. The averago daily 
rate of all the employes paid bv specific 
time on the sixty roads is SI.61; vet 
nearly 61 per cent of the wholo number 
receive less than the average rate at all, 
while only about 39 per cent received 
above tho average for all. 
It Is also 
shown that of the whole number of em­ 
ployes 101.905 earn less than $100 per 
year: 33.621 earn from $101 to $200 per 
year. and 21,517 earn from $201 to $300 
per year. Tho average earnings on all 
the sixty roads per year Is $242; a1- ( 
though about 60 per cent earn less than 
this average. 
The report shows the average dally 
rate of pay in each of the seven groups 
of seventeen occupations. 
Baggage­ 
m aster, for instance, employed in group 
I, receive on an averago $1.78 per day: 
In group 2, $1.58 per day: group 3, $1.32; 
group 4, SI.46; group 5, $1.10; group 6, 
51.79; group 7, $2; averago, $1.63. 
The 
brakemen in the same 
groups receive 
$1.60 In the 
first, $1.73 In the second, 
JI.26 in the 
third, $1.86 in tho fourth, 
$1.95 in the 
fifth, $1.75 In the sixth, and 
SI.96 in the seventh; average, $1.76. 
The averago pay per day of locomotive 
engineers in each of the seven groups Is 
$3.22 in the first, $3.15 in the second, 
$2.90 in the third $3.07 in the fourth, 
$3.55 in the fifth, $3.79 In the sixth. 
No average is give for the seventh. 
Telegraph operators receive on an av­ 
erage in the first group. $1.42; in the 
second, $1.94; In the third, $1.50; in the 
fourth, $1.47; In the fifth, $1.57; in the 
sixth, $1.38; in tho seventh. $2.09; aver­ 
age. $1.43. 
Conductors show a very 
steady rate for the whole country, the 
average being $2.63 per day. 
The report further shows that the 
224,576 individual men were employed on 
an average 147 days each year, and they 
received $243 average actual earnings 
for the year employed. 
These 224,570 
men were employed to fill 105,807 posi­ 
tions; In other words, lf 105,807 men 
had been employed on full time they 
would have accomplished the same re­ 
sults that were accomplished by the 
greater number working on an average 
of 147 days each during the year. 
The 
commissioner, however, states that it 
should not be concluded that theso 118,- 
763 
men 
are out 
of 
employment, 
although it is a fact that this feature of 
the problem offers a field for discussion 
and investigation.

The Pan-American Conference Concludes 
Its Labors. 
. W a sh in g to n, April 
19.—The Pan- 
American conference has completed Us 
work and the delegates will start on 
their southern tour to-night. 
During 
the closing hours the report of the 
committee on International 
law was 
adopted, of which the following Is the 
substance: 
“Foreigners are entitled to enloy all 
the civil rights enjoyed by natives, and 
they shall be accorded all the benefits of 
said rights in all that is essential, as 
well as In the form of procedure and the 
legal remedies thereto, absolutely In like 
manner as said natives. 
A nation has 
not, nor recognizes In favor of foreigners 
any other obligations or responsibilities 
than those which in favor of the natives 
are established, in like cases, by the 
constitution and the laws.” 
The report of the committee on gen­ 
eral welfare was 
adopted after Mr. 
Blaine's amendment relating to arbitra­ 
tion had been agreed to. 
Mr. Blaine’s 
amendment is as follows: 
“ I. 
That the principle of conquest 
shall not, during the continuance of the 
treaty of arbitration, bn recognized at 
admissable under American public law. 
“2. That all 
cession* of territory 
made during the cont?Biance of the 
treaty of arbitration shall be void lf 
made under threats of war or the pres­ 
ence of an armed force. 
“ 3. 
Any nation from which such ces­ 
sions shall bo extracted may demand 
that the validity of the cessions made 
shall be submitted to arbitration. 
“4. 
Any renunciation of the right to 
arbitrate, made under the conditions 
named in the second section, shall be 
null and void.”

One Hundred Thousand People Thrown 
Out of Employaeeiit—Other Mews 
arrau Foreign Lauds.

19.—The con 
ferrees on tho Oklahoma bill have prac 
tlcally agreed upon all the points of 
difference In the bill, but will hold an­ 
other meeting to perfect details. By the 
terms of the agreement the Cherokee

Oklahoma 
Territory 
at 
present, but the Supreme court 
of 
Oklahoma 
will

the court at Wichita, Kan. 
Whenever 
the negotiations with the Cherokees re­ 
sult in a concession of their claims to tho 
outlet, it is to become a part of the Ter­ 
ritory without further legislation. The 
public land strip Is included in the Ter­ 
ritory and is to be opened to settlement. 
Judge Shackleford's court Is to haw 
jurisdiction over the Indian Territory 
with enlarged powers, but without at 
increase of tho number of Judges.

Sixty of the rioters arrested at Witt- 
kowltz, made an attack upon two of 
the sentries guarding them daring the 
night and twenty of them escaped. The 
sentries were seriously wounded, but 
were able to prevent a wholesale escape. 
The strikers are without leaders, and 
negotiations with them are Impossible. 
Coal Is becoming very scarce and there 
are fears of a famine. 
In the Karwln 
and Ostrau districts the position is 
critical 
The striking hi the Ostrau 
district are raiding factories in their 
vicinity, damaging the works and com­ 
pelling the employes ie stop work. 
A 
collision occurred between the 
strikers In Polish Oetrau and the troops 
In 
which eight of the rioters were 
wounded with bayonets. The strike of 
the Ostrau miners was intended to be­ 
gin on May I, but was precipitated by 
the denunciations by the parish priest af 
the May Day manifesto of tho labor agi­ 
tators. 
A great deal of 111 feeling fel­ 
lowed the priest’s address to the parish- 
oners, and the premature outbreak of 
the strike was the result. 
la the en­ 
suing riot windows of the prteet's heuse 
were smashed. 
The striking miners are belligerent, 
and do not hesitate to attack tha fac­ 
tories wherein the workmen remain at 
their places. The latter are peremp­ 
torily ordered to stop work or suitor tho 
consequences of refusal.

WORLD'S FAIR BILL. 


Enem ies bt Chicago 
Secure An­ 
o th e r Delay# 
W a sh in g to n , April 19.—Tho Senate 
has declined to consider the Chicago 
World’s fair bill and has gone into 
executive session. 
At a few minutes to I o’clock Senator 
Dolph moved that the Senate go into 
executive session. 
Senator Plumb said 
that he desired the Senate to take up 
his land-grant forfeiture bill. 
Senator 
Hawley objected to this. 
“ I have given notice several times,” 
said he, “ that I intended to call up the 
world’s fair bill. 
It is only a matter of 
justice to the people of Chicago and to 
the manufacturers and citizens who in­ 
tend to exhibit there. 
I must insist 
upon consideration of this bill at this 
time. 
I beg of the Senator from Kansas 
that he will allow hi9 bill to lay over 
until the world’s fair bill may bo dis­ 
posed of.” 
“ My bill is a very important bill," 
raid Senator Plumb, “and yet I do not 
want to delay tho consideration of the 
world's fair bill. 
Yet, if the Senate is 
to go into executive session or into a 
debate that shall be indefinitely ex­ 
tended upon the world’s fair bill I shall 
continue to ask that the Senate consider 
my land-grant bill. 
The Vice-President ordered a roll-call 
upon Senator Dolph's motion to go into 
exocutiAessession, and it was carried 
a vote of 35 to 32, 
Senator Dolph 9ald that executive 
business would not take more than an 
hour for its disposition and Senator 
Hawley remarked that ho hoped there­ 
after to get the Senate to consider the 
world’s fair bill. 
Mr. Hawley succeeded finally in hav­ 
ing the bill made a special order for 
next Monday immediately after 
the 
morning business.

If he cannot pay cash down brit 
remits in todays, he receives almost 
as much discount; if he pay not till 
30 days, he receives still less dis­ 
count, and if he pay not till 60da>s 
be receives none. So the thriving 
merchant discounts every bill as it 
coulee. But to do so he must have 
ready cash, aud he can get it only as 
he receives it from customers, or as 
he loans it to himself as working 
capital. If ali paid cash, they would 
furnish the merchant tae ready mon­ 
ey to take every discount; and just 
so tar as they do not pay cash, in 
just so far they compel the mtr- 
cnant to advance himself the money 
to pay his ‘bills, which money he 
could put out at interest, and earn 
6 7 or 8 per cent, on the loan. 
W e have now gone to the a-b c of 
explanation of the discount business 
and why all merchants desire lo 
change credit custom to cash trade. 
While it would he simp e j u s t ic e , 
vet they can not have two prices— 
one for credit aud a lower one for 
cash; this would lead to ill-wil*, they 
must name the same price to all 
alike, aud then, not as a gift or a 
present but simply because it is de­ 
served, they can mike a favoiing 
discrimination to the cash buyer.
